ixTRonrcTiox. 


The  pedigree  of  tlie  ancient  House  of  Benjamin 
runs  back  to  iIr-  lime  of  William  the  Conqueror. 
Under  him,  and  among  the  many  barons  of  the  period, 
was  Walter  de  Lacey  (1074).  This  family,  through 
its  descendants,  has  come  to  be  known  as  the 
Benjamins,  which  includes  the  great  family  of  that 
name  now  in  America.  After  Walter  de  Lacey  came 
Roger  in  1095,  Ilbert  in  1137,  and  John  in  1222 — 
Henry  III  being  then  King.  It  was  in  this  reign 
that  the  Confederacy  of  Barons  was  dissolved,  and 
the  landed  gentry  became  the  leading  caste  in  politics 
and  society.  In  the  reign  of  Edward  III,  the 
de  Laceys  appear  as  landed  gentry  under  the  name 
of  Beryton  of  Stoke- Lacey,  and  a  few  years  later  as 
the  Beringtons  of  the  same  place. 

Tradition  says  that  it  was  about  the  year  1494  that 
the  name  Beringtou  became  changed  to  Benjamin, 
and  it  is  now  practically  certain  that  John  Berington 
II — the  next  Johu  after  the  de  Lacey  of  1222— of  the 
ancient  de  Lacey  stock,  is  the  ancestor  of  the  Ameri- 
can Benjamin  family. 
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John  Benjamin,  the  first  of  that  name  in  this 
countrj^,  came  from  England  in  the  first  part  of  the 
seventeenth  centur3^  He  was  a  man  of  respect  and 
consequence  in  the  colony  where  he  settled.  He 
loved  his  adopted  country  and  impressed  his  children 
that  a  "  race  b}-  vigor,  not  b}"  vaunts  is  won."  They, 
in  turn,  fought  for  the  independence  of  their  land,  for 
freedom  from  oppression,  and  for  the  upholding  of 
humanity  and  the  sacred  rights  of  justice,  law  and 
libertv.

I.  John  Bkxjamix,'  the  first  of  that  iirimc 
in  America,  b.  1598,  came  over  from  England 
to  Boston  in  the  ship  Lion,  Captain  Mason, 
on  September  16,  1632,  with  his  wife,  Abigail 
Eddy,  two  children,  and  brother  Richard. 

Richard,  in  1663,  removed  to  Sonthold, 
Long  Island,  with  his  wife  Ann  and  his 
daughter  Ann,  who  was  born  vSeptember  i, 
1643.  He  was  made  a  Conneclicut  freeman 
in  1664,  and  his  descendants  are  influential 
in  Queen's  County,  New  York,  politics  at  the 
present  time. 

John  and  his  wife  Abigail  and  their  children 
John  and  Abigail,  soon  moved  to  Cambridge, 


where  tliej^  owned  considerable  real  estate. 
John  was  made  a  freeman  on  November  6, 
1632,  and  was  appointed  Constable  by  the 
General  Court  on  ^lay  20,  1633. 

Of  him,  the  historj^  of  Stratford,  Conn., 
says : 

"  John  Benjamin,  Esquire,  Gentleman,  was 
the  first  of  that  name  who  came  to  this  countr}^ 
His  ancestors  were  Welsh,  and  were  among 
the  first  of  the  landed  gentr}'  of  England.  He 
came  in  company  ^^-ith  Governor  \\^inthrop  to 
the  Alassachusetts  Colony,  and  settled  in 
AVatertown,  adjoining  the  present  Cambridge, 
where  he  died  in  1645.  His  house,  accident- 
ally destroj-ed  by  fire,  was  unsurpassed  in 
elegance  and  comfort  b}'  any  in  the  vicinity. 
It  was  a  mansion  of  intelligence,  refinement, 
religion,  and  hospitality,  visited  by  the  clergy 
of  all  denominations  from  far  and  near." 

In  1637,  ^^  removed  to  Watertown,  where 
he  died  on  June  14,  1645,  ^^  is  supposed  at  an 
advanced  age,  as  he  was  excused  from  military 
duty  eleven  years  before.  His  will  is  ab- 
stracted in  the  Geneal.  Register  III,  177.

On  page  378.  Conn.  Men  in  the  Revolution  : 
Judah  Benjamin,  a  private,  enlisted  July  i<»,  1778- 
Term  of  .service,  one  year  ;  from  town  of  Milford  ; 
occupation,  shoemaker;  stature,  5  feet  7  in.:  com- 
plexion, dark  ;  t-yes,  grey  ;  hair,  dark  ;  discharged 
in  5th  Troop,  Col.  Elisha  Sheldon's  Light  Dragoons, 

177-  -83- 
Its  field  of  service  during  war  generally  the  East 

side  of  the  Hudson,  along  the  Westchester  front. 
Occasionally  its  companies  served  at  different  points. 
In  the  spring  of  1777  Major  Tallmadge  joined  Wash- 
ington in  New  Jersey  with  two  troops  and  fought  at 
Gemiantown,  October  4th.  At  the  same  time,  Cap- 
tain Seymour  with  his  troop  was  serving  under  Gates 
against  Burgoyne.  The  other  troops  were  under 
Putnam's  command  at  Peekskill. 

In  the  spring  of  1778,  the  regiment  was  on  the 
Hudson,  and  in  the  fall  formed  part  of  Gen.  Charles 
Scott's  Light  Corps,  on  the  lines  in  Winchester. 
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On  page  535,  same  book,  appears  the  following  : 

Judah  Benjamin;  a  private  in  Captain  Caleb  Mix's 
Company.  Arrived  in  camp  July  17,  1778,  in  Colonel 
Moseley's  Regiment. 

Two  militia  regiments  were  ordered  to  the  Hudson 
soon  after  the  battle  of  Monmouth,  June  28,  1778, 
and  were  stationed  at  different  points,  such  as  Fort 
Clinton,  West  Point.  Thej-  were  commanded  by 
Colonel  Moseley  and  Colonel  Enos. 

On  page  641,  same  book,  the  name  of  Judah  Ben- 
jamin appears  as  a  Connedlicut  pensioner,  Acl  of 
18 18,  and  as  residing  in  New  York.

Benjamin  served  as  a  private  in  Captain  Caleb  Mix's 
detachment  of  Connedlicut  militia,  commanded  by 
Colonel  Increase  Moseley,  Revolutionary  War.  He 
enlisted  July  10,  177S,  to  .serve  two  months;  re- 
enlisted  July  17,  1778,  in  Captain  John  Shethar's 
troop,  2d   Regiment  of  Light   Dragoons,  Continental 


troops,   commanded   by  Colonel  Elisha  Sheldon,    to 
serve  one  year,  and  he  was  discharged  July  14,  1779. 

The  following  remarks  appear  on  the  records  : 

"State  of  Conneaicut;"  "Town  of  Milford ;" 
"trade,  shoemaker;"  "  stature,  5  ft.  7  in.;"  "com- 
plex., dark;  eyes,  grey;  hair,  dark."  No  further 
information  relative  to  his  service  has  been  found  on 
record. 

In  view  of  the  statement  that  the  soldier  was  a 
pensioner,  it  is  suggested  as  a  possibility  that  addi- 
tional information  may  be  obtained  from  the  Com- 
missioner of  Pensions,  Washington,  D.  C,  who  is  the 
custodian  of  the  pension  records  of  all  w^ars,  and 
whose  office  is  separate  and  distincft  from  the  Record 
and  Pension  Office  of  the  War  Department.

Township,  Bradford  County,  Pennsjdvania,  leaving  a 
widow  Susan  Benjamin,  to  whom  the  accrued  pension 
was  paid  as  above  stated.

Thomas  J.  T.  Tillou,  a  lineal  descendant  of 
the  French  Huguenots,  was  bom  in  Xew  York 
City,  February  10,  1S39.  He  also  comes  from 
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old  revolutionary  sires,  who  fought  to  estab- 
lish the  government  of  the  United  States. 
His  great  grandparent,  Captain  Tillou,  was 
wounded  at  the  battle  of  Yorktown  and  the 
surrender  of  Comwallis. 

When  the  Civil  War  broke  out,  Mr.  Tillou 
enlisted  at  the  first  call  for  volunteers.  His 
company,  designated  as  Co.  A,  ist  New  Jer- 
sey Volunteers,  soon  ele6led  him  Second 
Lieutenant.  On  account  of  some  jealousy 
manifested  by  the  numerous  army  officers 
after  the  battle  of  Bull  Run,  his  division  was 
not  credited  for  the  conspicuous  part  that  it 
took  in  covering  the  retreat  of  the  Union 
troops.  On  several  other  occasions  during  the 
Rebellion,  the  ist  New  Jersey  took  a  prominent 
part,  and  Lieutenant  Tillou  with  others  had 
many  narrow  escapes  from  death. 

He  is  at  present  treasurer  of  Kearney's  First 
New  Jersey  Brigade,  to  which  his  regiment 
originally  belonged.  He  has  held  many  im- 
portant positions  at  Elizabeth,  where  he  has 
resided  for  the  past  47  years,  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Education  and  the  City  Council. 
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He  is  a  fluent   talker  and  an    interesting  con- 
versationalist.
